A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


PRAYERS FOR THE DEAD 


Every good Catholic realizing that he can do good for 
his departed relatives and friends only by prayer, thinks of 
therf in his daily devotions, and frequently before the altar. 
But the month of November is set aside for intensive effort 
in their behalf. 

The Doctrine of Purgatory is so reasonable and so con- 
sonant with justice that it is easiest of all articles of Faith 
to accept. If non-Catholics find it difficult, it is only because 
they have never heard much in its favor, but very much 
against it from early youth. Nothing is more evident than 
that most people are not ready for immediate entrance into 
Heaven at their death. But if there were no Purgatory it 
would mean that most people would be consigned to hell. 
We certainly would have a very low estimate of the sanctity 
of God if we believed that the ordinary Christian was worthy 
to be taken immediately into His holy preSence. Be honest 
with yourself and answer this question: “If you were to 
expire suddenly today without any preparation, is there ab- 
solutely nothing in your life for which God would find it 
nécessary to afflict you for a time, before admitting you into 
the company of the angels?”’ 

The people of the world could not be grouped into two 
classes, that of the extremely good and that of the extréme- 
ly bad. The greater number belong to a middle group. If 
the extremely good receive Heaven at once and the extreme- 
ly bad, hell, what, think you, should be the first experience 
after death of the class which is only ordinarily good? 

A word here with reference to Masses for your dead. 
As you know, every Mass has infinite value, but because the 
Mass is offered to Almighty God for the dead only by way 
of suffrage, it rests with God to apply it to its fullest value 
or not. This is the reason why it is the custom of Catholics 
to have more than one Mass said for their departed loved 
pnes. 

But it often happens that a person makes provision for 
Masses for his own soul by will, and that the bequest for 
this purpose is released only after a whole year elapses, with 
the result that during the year immediately following death 
the soul is neglected. Now, I am certain that every one of 
us is anxious to have said as soon as possible whatever 
Masses will be said for our soul after we die. Those who 
spend a large amount of money for our casket and for our 
tombstone, certainly would be able to have all the Masses 
provided by will said while they are waiting for the executor 
to turn over the offerings. Too many Catholics are not prac- 
tical enough in applying the teachings of Faith. It often 
happens that when a death occurs in the family on Friday 
or Saturday members do not even go to Mass on Sunday, 
believing that they are excused because of their grief and 
because of the attention they would attract. But how about 
the spiritual help of which they deprive the departed mem- 
ber of their family by not going to Mass and offering it up 
for his or her soul? One Mass may be sufficient to release 
the soul of your loved one from Purgatory, and, therefore, 
immediately following his or her death you should com- 
municate with your pastor or some other priest to have him 
say his Mass the very next morning for the one who has just 
died. 

Since many people die after a rather careless life, and 
oftentimes without the opportunity to 
themselves to meet their Judge, it is evident that many must 
remain in Purgatory a long time. The very fact that the 
Church encourages anniversary Masses for years proves 
how she, directed by the Holy Ghost, feels about it. 

Whether any of your relatives be included in this num- 
ber or not, try to practice true spiritual works of mercy dur- 
ing the month of November, and offer some of your prayers, 
and especially the Indulgenced ones (the Rosary, for in- 
stance), for those who are most neglected by their brethren 
on earth. Once a year, at least, you would be able to have a 
Mass said for those who have no living relatives to come to 
their rescue. 

Since the souls in Purgatory have it in their power to 
help us, and since they certainly will help us if we do some- 
thing for them while they are in greatest need, it pays to 
have recourse to them. They are of the saved, will soon be 
with God in Heaven, and, therefore, they are dear to Him, 
and their prayers in behalf of their relatives, friends, and 
bnefactors on earth are powerful. 

Therefore, let every one of my readers storm Heaven 
during the month of November in behalf of poor souls, and 
ask them to reciprocate by storming Heaven for the assist- 
ance, spiritual and tempora!, which they themselves need 
here on earth.

they are fixed securely to their 


foundation. This means that 
the whole top of the altar, as well 
as the legs or foundations that 
support it, are so joined togeth- 
er that 
moved and thus the foundations

which covers the top. ! 


These stones must be of one 
piece of natural stone or marble 
or slate. If it is of soft material, | 
liable to crumble away, it may) 


not be consecrated. 


The great churches of the’! 
early days of Christianity were | 
built over the tombs of the mar- 
tyrs. The body of a martyr, or 
other relics, were encased under 
tthe altars, sometimes inside the 
foundation which held up the 
jarge slab or altar stone. This 
early practise of the Church led | 
to the enclosing of relics of a 
martyr in each stone used as an 
altar, and the practise became 
‘universal in the 6th. century.}| 
All altars and altar-stones must 
be consecrated by a Bishop. Five 
crosses are carved on the top of 
'the stone. 

Martyrdom received its begin- 
ning from the Sacrifice of the 
‘Mass. The Martyrs by their 
death have united themselves 
with the Sacrifice of Christ on 
the Cross. That is the reason 
why “relics” are preserved in
